Applicant's Representative initiated a telephonic interview with the Examiner of record's 
supervisor, Harold Pyon, and the Examiner. Applicant's representative wanted to know why the 
after final amendment, filed April 12, 2004, was not entered. The Examiner reiterated her 
position fi-om the advisory action, mailed April 29, 2004, that the new limitations add to the 
independent claims 11-17 raised new issues requiring a novel search and/or further consideration 
because the limitations added to independent claims 11-17 created a new a novel combination 
which had not previously been considered. Also, the limitations added to independent claims 11- 
17 had not previously been dependent on those independent claims, therefore amended claims 
1 1-17 are completely new embodiments, which have not been considered. Furthermore, 
independent claims 1 1-17 are not commensurate in scope with the suggestions the Examiner 
made in the previous interview on March 11, 2004.
